ted Demecritus to.his care, that tho the Philoſopher 
appeared indeed ſomewhat negligent as to his attire 


and diet, yet that the world had not'a more judi- | 


_ cious, learned, or moregenerous ſpirited;man than 
he, and that for the future any ones-fancy,to the 
contrarie ſhould be tohim one certain fign of that 
ſons not beins in his right wits who concieved 

o. The fame of Democritus his learning afterwards 
very much in the world; his predifions of 
 anrechings were wonderfull; and particularly his 
ſkillin Phyfiognomy rendred Hippocrates himſelf 
anadmirer of him; amidſt manie one famous in-

 Thatif ingenuity conſiſted only in ſubtlety, there 
would be none in making a Coloſſus, in erecting 
glorious palaces, and contriveing the moſt magnifi- 
cent ſtructures of the world, wherein ſurely there is 
far more than in little trinckets, which become uſe- 


| Teſs by being too fine: and' as he, thar diſtinguiſhes 


MOB in a diſpute, is reputed ingenious, ſo is 
enoleſs, whoentangles the Reſpondent by con- 
founding things which ought to' be ſeparated ; and 
likewiſein the practiſe of affairs, things roo ſubtle 
paſs for Chimeras, and are never pat in execution ; 
nor is he to be accounted the beſt limner, that 
draws always only the fineſt ſtrokes: Much leſs 
probable is 1t, that the Choleric are more ingenious 
thim the Melancholic, fince reflection is ever necel- 
fary to rhe makeing of a ſolid concluſion, which the 
impatiencie of choler permits not; and indeed ne- 
ver was there a man of great parts who was not 
thoughtfull, ſedate, and contemplative. And ac- 
cordingly, northern people being more cold and 
reſerved, will, for a laſting ingenuity, carry itaboye 
other nations. WY 

. An other ſaid, that, conſidering nations, he con= 
ceived that as not only the plants , but alſo the 
. pearls and jewelsof the eaſt, are- more. excellent and 
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. Companion. 3 
purer than thoſe of other parts of the world, ſoalſo 
thejr witts: the reaſon whereof is, that the ſun com- 
ing from the eaſt beſtows the firſt fruits of his own 
and other celeſtial influences upon the orientals ; 
which influences, like the impreſſion of perfumes, 
are moſt vigorous in their beginnings; and irideed 
here were the firſt law-givers and ſages of the world. 
As for temperarments the ſanguin have the advan- 
tage ; becauſe *tis the moſt healrthfull complexion, 
and health is the principal condition of a good wits 
which cannot fo wellexert it ſelfin a ſick body. Se- 
condly,bloud is the proximate matter of ſpirits, and 
he that hath good bloud muſt have plenty of [pi- 
rits : and then likewiſe this is the complexion of the 
Amorous, who have been ever eſteem?d ingenious 
whence that of the Poet, Yuis fallere poſſit amantem! 
Bur if the queſtion be, what exerciſe or employ- 
ment hath the moſt ingenious people, *tis harder to 
be determin'd ; fo great wits being found at this 
day of all forts of profeſſions, that *tis difficulr to 


judg of which there are moſt ; Some prefer. Scho- 


laſtick divines for their nice diſputes, looking upon 
it as admirable how mytterious their Philoſophie isz 
rendering it intricate by explications, and difficult 


by the apertureand diſſolution of diſtinctions. O- . ' 


thers the rational Phy ficians, for their diſcourſes and 
conjectures upon the cauſes of | hidden diſeaſes; O- 
thers the Mathemarticians, for their curious ſearches 
into heaven itſelf; or the Lawyers, who manage 
their affairs ſo advantageouſly above others to their 
own intreſft. . 

The third ſayd, that'abſolutely ſpeaking there is 
no quarrer of the world more oriental or occidental 
than an other; theſe words having been invented 
only in reſpe& to men themſfelvs , (to ſome of 
whom one andthe ſame people is oriental , and yet 
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head, which ifſharp never makes a wiſe man, as on 
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occidental to others) fince the world is round , and 
all the parts of a ſphear are of the ſame nature. Whar 
differences there are, muſt be taken from ſomthing 
els than the four parts of the world « more parricular- 
ly from cold and heat : thus they thatlive under the 

oles are of a different complexion bothof body 


and mind from thoſe that are between the Tro- . 


picks, and according to this difference the inhabi- 
tants of the temperate zones muſt be moſt ingeni= 
ous. Cold being too much an enemy to life, to ad- 
vance wit ;and exceihye heat burns the humors no 
leſs both within and without, as the wooly hair, and 
black ſkin of the nations expos'd to ir manifeſt. So 
thar 'ris no preſumption in nations of a temperate 
climate,to award the preheminence to themſelvs 
in this matter; operations ofthe mind as well as the 
digeitions and other operations of the body , re- 
quireing a temperate, not an exceſſive hear. 


Thefourth ſpake his ſentiments thus : Since there | 


gre good and bad, ingenious and fools in all lands, 
to be the one or theother, depends not on the cli- 
mate; heaven, from whence the ſoul deſcends, be. 
ing alikein all places ; nor is it likely that profeſſions 


render men more or leſs ingenious, ſince thoſe to 


which peopleare lead by natural inclination, are ra- 
ther effects than cauſes of good or bad parts; as for 


thoſeto which we are perſ{waded or forc'd, nothing 


can beinferr'd from them, haveing no athinity with 
our nature, laſtly, nor doth temper always contri- 
buteto render men ingenious, fince there are ſome 
ſoofall tempers,ages and ſexes. The true caule is 
the proportion which happens to be between the 


ſoul andthe body atthe firtt conformation ; whence _ 


the ſureſt figns, natural, of good or bad parts are 
taken from the figure of the body, chiefly of the 


the 
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_ the contrary,large heads and broad fore-heads are 
- good indications of ingenuity, in whomſoever, of 


whatever country; vocation and temper they may 
be. Bur yet, ſayd Democritus, | cannot but hold the 
lawyers in their way,to be the moſt ingenious ofthe 
world, for that generally recieved truth, which ſays, 
that what ever hath a begining , hath alſo an end, 
is confuted by them, ſince they render ſuits immor- 
tal ; and inſtead of the four cauſes taught by natura- 


liſts, they create others without number; and,in 
 ſpightof the maxim which ſays there is no Vacuum, 


they make one, at lencth, in the purſes of their 
cliens. |
